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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Office maintains Klimov et al. meets the 
claimed structure of protruding assay strips. The language does not exclude the taught single application pad and the claimsare not 
commensurate in scope with the remarks concerning cross contamination. Applicants state Chipowski teaches a device where the 
sample runs in the opposite direction of the claimed device. The Office disagrees and maintains Chipowski et al. teach in figure 9 a test 
device where the fluid flows in the same direction as the claimed invention. Applicants state Chipowski et al. does not isolate the invidual 
test strips as well as the claimed invention. Chipowski et al.teaches in fig. 3 and 7 separation of the strips which meets the instant 
limitations . The amendments have overcome the 35 (JSC 112 issues and the obviousness type double patenting rejecitons.
